A Violet Orchid 

A ground orchfd of rather un- 
usual colouring may be found in 
flower near Repulse Bay and 
Stanley between mid April and mid 
May. It is enlled Pachystoma 
chinensa and is related to the 
familiar buttercup orchid Spatho- 
glottis pubcacensa. The petals and 
sepals are violet, the column {6 
deep "violet, the ovary is green 
‘with purple veins ‘and the Np fs 
grass green except for the tip, 
which ts deep violet. 


Mosquito Fish 

Tho local mosquito fish, a species 
of Macropodus, is in the full glory 
of its breeding “plumage.” The 
males meaaure about 8 inches fn 
Iength. The body is banded pale 
vermilion and pale blue, the tall, 
dorsal and ventral fins are 
vermillon and brighter -plue. The 
pelvic fin-processes are bright 
orange or vermilion. These fishes 
are ensy to obtain locally in the 
streams and pools In Kowloon and 
Aberdiyn nnd are equally casy to 
keep in aquaria. They should not 
be kept with goldfish.

British Kidnapper In 
America 


MONTH'S RESPITE FOLLOWS 
REPRESENTATIONS 


San Francisco, Yesterday. 


The gallows prepared will 
operate to-day against two kid- 
nappers, despite British . For- 
cign Office intervention. Alex- 
ander Mackay, a Glasgow man, 
and his companion named 
Kristy were sentenced to death 
for the kidnapping of a warder 
during an attempt to break pri- 
son where Mackay was , lodged 
for robbery.:* — 


The British. authorities ac- 
tively interceded and contribut- 
ed to the cost of Mackay’s- de- 
fence, and as late as yesterday 
requested ‘delay in the execu- 
tion to allow time for an appeal; 
but the Governor-General - of 
Californian replied that he con- 
sidered the sentence fair and 
just. 

Mackay'’s counsel yeaterday 
regarded a reprieve as certain, 
and says he is thunderstruck at 
the refusal,

Punishments ha os 


od apeeare to the Editor,” 

an exclusively Anglo- 
Saxon institution which in spite 
of all ridicule continues to be 
one of the best gauges of the 
currents—even the zephyrs—of 
public opinion, have recently 
shown unensinesa on the subject 
of “inequality, of sentences.” 
The fact is that no criticism can 
anfely be made unless the critic 
has been present at the hearing 
of the case. No two cases are 
ever alike, and no experienced 
judge or magistrate will under- 
take to give judgment according 
to a fixed tariff. The-stated age 
of the defendant may be false, 
and’ apart from that physique

and mental development make o 
lot of difference, apart from pre- 
vious convictions, Penalties are 
really imposed as much from 
policy as from any theory of 
nbstract justice, and ft is no 
rare thing to hear from the 
bench that “these cises are be- 
coming too frequent, and I shall 
in future impose the maximum 
fine—or imprisonment without 


. the option.” It is not even cor- 


rect to suppose that the Taw can 
always define a crime in such a 
way ‘as to secure that the same 
acts will always be classified in 
the same way. An example is 
the change of sentiment on the 
subject of infanticide. A more 
imaginative and sympathetic age 
came to feel that the death pen- 
alty was too severe on many 
neglected and pain-wracked mo- 
thers, and identical facts would 
be charged as merely “conceal- 
ment of birth,” sometimes with 
n punishment of detention “till 
the rising of the Court." It is 
a complete fallacy to sup- 
pose that by merely. increasing 
penaltics any of the inveterate 
crimes can he stamped out, for 
if the penalty seems excessive, 
and {s definitely fixed by law, 
the jury will acquit and allow 


‘the accused to escape without 


any punishment at all. A 
tectotal Minister in African got 
legislation to punish the sale ‘of 
liquor to natives with a fixed | 
penalty of a fine of £500, loss 
of Icence, and confiscation of 
stock—which otherwise could be 
demanded only in cases of tren- 
son, A full Court, presided over 
by a very learned Chief Justice, 
inatructed the jury ‘that there 
was no case for them to con- 
sider. It had been proved that 
defendant obtained a prescrip- 
tion for “one tot of brandy” for 
temporary faintness. He was 
served with two bottles. The 
Court held that as a “tot was 
a statutory measure, the Court 
was unable to say that it would 
not authorise the purchage of a 
ense. <A reduction of penalties 
produced immediate convictions.

You can get the finest ar- 
chitect to design the finest house 
that was ever thought of, -but if 
the foundation on which it is built 
ia made of snnd or other equally 
unsubstantial material your money 
goes down the drain. 

Confession Of Faith 

‘It.is a great thing (and especi- 
ally in these days) to be able to 
say, "I bolieve;” and happy is) 
the man who can do-s0, He has 
at least something on which to 
stand four-square against the 
storms of life. " 

Again, these great yet simple 
truths of the Creed are not mercly 
the foundation-stones of our own 
lives;- they constitute also the 
“articles. of association” of tho 
Church, And the Church. is a 
Soclety which has a purpose and 
a miaston, Thot mission is to 
hand on to others and to proclaim 
to all men this faith about God; 
which has come through Jesus 
Christ. Her commission is to “go 
into ail the world and preach this 
Gospel to every creature.” ‘ ’ 

Nothing could, thorefore, be 
more appropriate than that, when 
we meet together, we should de- 
Itberately call to remembrance the 
message which has been entrusted 
to our keeping and which it is our 
duty to preserve and pass on to 
the ages that are yet to come. To 
reelte the Creed is to say to our- 
selves nnd to the world “These 
are the things for which we stand; 
this Is the faith delivered to us 
as o sacred trust and we are wit- 
nesses of these things.”

The Christian Creed bids us 
stand up and think out the mean- 
ing of our lives and of the universe 
in which we live, In the light: of 
the sublime tragedy and triumph 
of the grentost life that was ever 
lived upon the earth and of all 
the wealth of human experience 
that has grown around ft. In‘say- 
ing that Creed. we are lifted out

FANCIFUL, SUGGESTIONS TO 


HE Chineso hava always loved 
gardens. They have looked 
upon garden-craft as one of tho 
arts, a. charming luxury whereby 
the artist may produce emotions. 
They havo made thoir gardens the 
home of human fancfes: not only 
are there trees and “mounds and 
bridges and pavilions, but thero is 
concealment and suggestion; there 
are a serles of’ surprises. - 

The artist of the garden would 
imagine hirnself transported into 
some fairy region—o land of :con- 
trasts, grown luxurinntly. In a 
garden, he suyk, “ono should try 
to show the small in tho Inrgo and 
the large in-tho smal, and provide 
for the real in the unreal and for 
the unreal in the ren). Ono reveals 
and conceals alternately, making it 
sometimes apparent and sometirnes 
hiddon."’ He would stir tho mind 
to thought or provoke a gentle 
melancholy by — pleasing scenes, 
create seenes Which ingpired a’ sort 
of alarm, or such ns were cal- 
culated to surprise, or nt onco to 
deceive and enchant the eye. 


Building A Garden. 

“Where there is too much Bpace 
I put in a thing; whoro it is too 
crowded I taka away a thing; 
where things cluster togother 1 
spread them out; where the ur- 
rangement is too diffused I tighten 
it a bit? where it is difficult to 
wall upon I level it; aud whero it 
is level I introduce u little unevon- 
nossa."

At thy sound of drums tho 
merry-mnkers dived into it snd 
drank and sported. 

Imperial Gardens 

With tho Emporor Yang Ti, 
605 A.D., of the Shi Dynasty, the 
gardon-craft. became a splendid 
achicvernont. The rarest plants 
from every part of tho Empiro wore 
brought to tho royal gardens, 
Mountain heights oxcited wonder 
and by their majestic appoaranco 
brought tho mind to exaltation and 
awo; hills with graceful curved con- 
tours produced gaioty and meadows 
suggested moderato movements. 
Tho fipworing trees and. bushos 
wero never. without’ their flowers 
the yenr round, ‘for, when nature 
failed to. supply. them, abso crafts- 
men mado, with silk. and satin;
